OUR POSITION IN CHINA. 


: ee gee 

‘When the nations of Europe first pushed 
their way round the Cape: of Good Hope, 
to India, to China, and to Japan, It was with 
the object of obtaining from these coiin- 
tries the gold, the precious woods, the 
sptces, the silks, the embrolderies for which 
these States ware famous and which sold 
at such énormous profits In the marts of 
Europe. To-day the leading nations of 
the world are pressing into Africa and 
through Asia and all the Isles beyond. to 
find purchasers and markets for thelr own 
products and to obtain from the natives not 
the finished worksofthefr hands,asin times 
gone by, but the raw material for the mills 
and factories of Europe. The trade with 
the East during the first few centuries of 
its existence was mainly an import trade. 
Now it is as distinctly, for’ Europe and 
America, an export-trade. .We are sellers 
and buyers, Then we purchased fora 
price. Now we ‘are vendors, and !f wetake 
goods in return It sas the prica of what 
we sell. The direct and immediate 
object, therefore, of all our dealings with 
Eastern. nations fs to open markets, to 
get easy access to the enormous popula- 
tions of these distant countries, to get our 
manvyfactures to their \doors as quickly 
and as cheaply as we can. The different 
nations of Europe have adopted different 
methods of attaining these ends, Ruasia 
proceeds to conquer first and to deal 
afterwards, securing for herself the entire 
trade, export and import, of thé peoples 
she, subdues and excluding all. other 
nations from her territories. Her. acqui- 
sitions subserve, however, other than 
purely trade purposes, and conquest for 
the sake of conquest and commerce get 
sometimes ‘strangely mixed. Holland, 
Portugal, and Spain, {n their day, followed. 
like ‘methods and acquired colonial posses- 
sians, the trade to .and from which was 
exclusively confined to thelr own subjects 
and ‘their own ships. England ‘and 
France have, of ‘late years, very largely 
modified thelr methods, and Germany 
has taken up a. position’ in line 
with them: open markets more than 
‘foreign conquest ‘has been thelr objact, 
and negotiations and ‘treaties the means 
adopted for the attainment of those objects 
rather than armies and fleets, although 
these have not been forgotten or neglected. 
America may be sald to have foresworn 
all foreign conquest and to have confined 
herself to’ legitimate trade, although it {s | 
only now shé {is coming largely into the 
markets of the world as a producer and 
exporter. Our’ French frlends have still 
certain hankeringa after the older methods. 
and would infinitely prefer to annex 
Kwang-si, Yunnan, and. Szechuen than 
have unlimited free trade with them. 
England, on the contrary, does not want 
a single foot of additional soll if she can 
only secure real freedom of trade, and 
that freedom of trade, Sfshe could only 
get it, she would be willing to share on 
equal terms with all the rest of the world, 
trusting to her own ability to hold 
her own against all competitors in the 
workshops and markets of the world. 
‘Where circumstances have compelled her 
to acquire dominion, she retains for herself 
and forhersubjects no exclusive privileges. 
Her ports and her markets are open to all 
the world. Free trade has now, for the 
best part ofa century, been her sole war- 


seem able to induce her to relinquish it, no 
selfishness on the. part of other natlons 
appears to disgust her with her réle of 
champion, of unlimited freedom of com- 
mercial Intercourse. , 

_ Gréat Britain would not accept as a gift, 
if \t were offered her, any portion of China. 
At any-time during the last fifty years she 
could have helped herself to as much of it 
as she.wanted, and no one would or could 
have sald her nay,. When In 1860 France 
aelzed Cochin-China and established her- 
self at Saigon, and Ruasia helped herself 
to the Amoor provinces, we were Sn military 
possession of ‘Tientsin. and Taku, of 
Shangha! and the districts round St, of 
Ningpo, of the Chusan Islands, and. of the 
rich city of Canton. . We could have taken 
our choice, and. it would probably “have 
been a good thing for China and the 
Chinese if we had been a Ilttle more 
covetous ind a little lesa generous, ‘We’ 
secured .what'- we conceived to be 
favourable terms for our trade! and’ ship- 
ping, @ sufficiency of open’: ports, rea- 
sonable’ access ‘tothe markets of: the 
Interlor, moderate ‘tariffs, ‘and Umited 
but’ adequate rights of residence and 
protection,’ and we returned to, the 
Chinese Government every. foot of 
territory we had under our hasds, except 
tha Ifttle bit, a ‘square mile or two, at the 
other’ side of the harbour. Never was 
thera, a greater display of moderation, 
| Never has thére been in the history of the 
| world leas gratitudé. from ‘the nation fo 
whose favour that self-restraint. was 
exercised, nor has there ever been less 
recognition from the States in whose pre- 
sence and with whose «knowledge . that 
renunciation was made.- Land-grabbers, 
thieves, monopolisers,. and tyrants are the 
least offensive epithets hurled at us by those 
who in our place‘would bave found {t 
impossible to haye exercised the same 
rooderation. The only name they have not 
applied to us—openly. at leasf, whatever 
‘thelr secret thoughts may be-—Is theone we
